More fake $50 bills appear in Twin Falls

TWIN FALLS - More counterfeited 
$50 bills have turned up in Twin Falls. 

Twin Falls police detectives say these 
bills are the same as fakes passed in 
November. 

Copies of the new-style SSO bills were 
passed Wednesday at J B’s- Restaurant 
and Waremart, Twin Falls police reports 
say. 

The $50 at J B’s was passed lietween 5 
p.m. and about 9:30 p.m., the report 
said, but it wasn’t discovered until the 
till was counted later that night. The 
other $50 was passed at Waremart at 


about 11:45 p.m. ns payment for gro- 
ceries, police said. 

The bills were identical to copies 
already passed, Twin Falls detectives 
said. One bore the serial number 
AL07733803A; the other AL0772823GA. 

A third new-style SSO pnssod in the 
area in November had the number 
AL07182620A, police say. Fake new- 
style $100 bills passed have had serial 
numbers AE14496113B and 
AL19215S69D. 

A counterfeit $20 bill with serial num- - 
ber L57559493E has also been passed. 
The serial numbers on the bills tire idea-, 
ticul to bills passed in Arizona during 
the summer, according to the U.S. 
Secret Service. 


Fake bills can he identified by feel- 
they’re paper, not the cloth of a real bill, 
and the ink often will smear under 
thumb nnd forefinger. Twin Falls Police 
Detective Sgt. David I leidemnnn said. 

Another tool that helps spot hills is a 
marking pen, available for about S5 
from focal office-supply stores, 
Hoidcmann said. A mark from n pen on 
n bill is light if the bill is real; it turns 
brown if the bill is fake. 

If you see a fake, keep it - it’s critical 
evidence, police say. Cel the best 
description of the suspect you can, nnd 
notify police immediaicly.

After more than 25 years, Aerosmith keeps walking, their way 


Aerosmith wasn’t kidding when it 
called its current album “Nine Li ves.’* 
Like cats who seem to escape death over ' 
and over, Aerosmith has managed to 
keep its commercial fortunes alive for 
more than 25 years, despite n history that 
would have obliterated other bands. 

After a string of multi-platinum 
albums in the mid-’70s, the band suffered 
os drug use and internal quarrels took 
their toll. Sales fell off, guitarists Joe 
Perry and Brad Whitford left, and'by 
1980, Aerosmith was a shadow of its for- 


mer self. A problem-plagued 1984 
reunion tour had fans worrying. if the 
band would ever “Walk This Way” 
again. 

But the band denned up its act, turned 
its sound around and, byl988, was more 
popular than ever. Not only was 
Aerosmith pulling singles like “Angel” 
and “Janie's Got a Gun” into the Top 10, 
but it had inspired a whole new wave of 
pop-friendly hard rock acts, from Guns' 
N’ Roses to Motley Crue to Poison. 

Now, a decade later, the young bands 
drat followed in Aerospiith's wake have . 
drifted off the charts or sunk without n 


trace. Yet somehow, Aerosmith soldiers 
on. The million-selling “Nine Lives” is 
still oh the charts some 40 weeks after Its 
release, the band's videos can still lie 
seen on MTV, and its tour continues to 
fill arenas across the country. 

What’s the band’s secret? It’s simple, 
says singer Steven Tyler. — 

“It’s al>out songs. 

“It’s really simple,” he says. "We’re 
really fortunate to have a bunch of songs 
that people like. ' 

“Like Falling hi Love (Is Hard on the 
Kpees)' is your basic,, good-el’ rock '«»’ roll 
song', that' Would sound good if you were 


at the Six Flags amusement park on the 
roller coaster, and it was blasting. It's 
' just a good time." 

^Creating that sort 'of rock 'it’ roll good 
time is hard work, though. Tyler, in par- 
ticular, is a big fan of simple, catchy 
songwriting, the kind of tiling that can, as 
he puis it, “get inside of you and change 
your whole mood for that day." Thai’s 
what the Beach Boys ami Animals singles 
he grew up on did for him, and that’s 
what he hopes A era smith's music will do 
for others. 

But writing a hit single isn’l as easy as 
deciding to do so. Take “Janie’s Got a 


Gun," for example. Tyler says Ik- cairn- 
up with the title and chorus melody pret- 
ty quickly, hut filling out the rest of il je- 
sting was long, hard work. “It took me six 
months to figure out why the (heck) she 
bad a gun. Il was really ridiculous!” he 
says, laughing. 

So he did rcsVaVch bn handgun vio- 
lence, as well as mi child abuse, which he 
describes as “the- elepbitn i in tlte living 
room of America.'' Eventually, it all 
clicked. "Abuse, tied in with the gun, 
that was it for me." lie says, thou sings a
